Will town nab 
homes of tax 
delinquents?

Resident Frances O’Donnell remembers when 
the town forced her friend and neighbor Mary 
Smythe — who owed $70,000 in property taxes — to 
leave her Lincoln Street home. O’Donnell was 
planting flowers in her yard when she saw the 
tax collector knocking on Smythe’s door. 

“T knew that she was inside and he’d be after 
her,” says O'Donnell. “‘What?’ I'd think, ‘Is Mary 
going to be thrown out?’ I didn’t want to witness 
something like that. So I'd come inside.” 

The town auctioned off Smythe’s house last 
summer for $200,000 to regain the unpaid taxes 
that Smythe had accumulated since 1981. It was 
an event that town officials say had not happened 
for years — yet, the town could auction two more

Average tax bills double from ‘90 to ‘02 


Your town, 
your wallet

By next year, average home- 
owners who have lived in 
Andover since 1990 will have 
seen their property taxes double. 

If these homeowners plan to 
connect to town sewers as part of 
the sewer-expansion project, 
they will soon pay annual town 
bills almost triple what they once 
owed. 

Both of these statements will 
become true, even if residents 
don’t pass a general override of 
Proposition 24 next year to pay 
for the town’s operating budget. 
Officials agree that such an over- 
ride will be necessary to main- 
tain existing levels of service if 
either the budget recommended 
by the School Committee or 
Finance Committee is approved. 
An override is expected to add a 
few hundred dollars more to the 
average bill. 

That’s one reason Why Select: 
men Chairman Brian Major says 


he may break with the rest of his 
board and ask Town Mecting to 
approve the town manager’s 
budget, which he says could be 
maintained without an override. 
(See story, page 5.) 

If the town does approve a 
budget that requires an override 
to maintain it, officials say they 
may ask for a debt-exclusion vote 
to pay for virtually every capital 
project worth $1 million or more. 

“There's going to be a lot of 
serious talk about that,” predicts 
Tony Torrisi, town finance direc- 
tor. “There will have to be.” 

Under such a scenario, debt- 
exclusion votes would be called 
for articles like those this year 
seeking money for new fields, or 
to help renovate Will Hall. Debt 
exclusions have been approved 
only three times in Andover — 
and never for a project costing 
less than $10 million.

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Colon cancer 36 percent more likely here 


The incidence of colon cancer in 
Andover is 36 percent higher than the 
state average, according to a state health 
report. Therefore, as part of Public 
Health Month, the Andover Health 
Department will be distributing free 
home colon cancer screening kits to res- 
idents, from April 9 through 13. 

“Colon cancer has a good prognosis if 
you catch it early,” said Health Director 
Everett Penney. “And there are several 
things that can be done to prevent it, 
like maintaining a low-fat, high-fiber 
diet, avoiding obesity, and getting 
screened regularly.” 

According to the health department, 
colon cancer is the No. 1 cancer killer 
among non-smokers. The risk of con- 
tracting it increases with age, particular 
ly in people over 50, said Penney. 

Most insurance plans cover colon- 
cancer screenings, the most common of 
which is a colonoscopy.

On budget, 
avoid addition 


Judging by the number of letters we 
received this week - and there were 
several that simply couldn’t fit in this 
week’s paper - residents are interested 
im this year’s annual Town Meeting. 
That’s no surprise. 

With the budget considerations, an 
effort to eliminate a smoking option 
from all restaurants, an idea to help 
create a new senior center and the arti- 
cles seeking more playing fields and 
open space, every homeowner in town 
will be significantly affected by the 
votes taken April 23 and 24. 

But residents should also be interest- 
ed in the Finance Committee book they 
will receive in their mailbox this week. 
This book will help them to understand 
the consequences of each of their votes. 

The Finance Committee has included 
information showing both the whop- 
ping increase in the average tax bill 
during the last decade, and projected 
increases for the next few years. The 
potential operating cost increases for 
wanted items such as a new senior cen- 
ter, youth center or community center 
are not included in the Finance Com- 
mittee projections. 

Naturally, residents will make deci- 
sions based on what they personally 
can afford. But, given the uncertainty 
of an override being approved, every- 
one must beware of adding new items 
that will need maintenance and add to 
the tax burden, at a time when the town 
is having great difficulty paying for 
what it already has.

On town budget, 
reality check needed

Before we go into the spending 
debauch known as the Town Meeting, we 
need to get a firm grasp on where we are 


now. 
REALITY 1: The “good times” are over. 

At the last Town Meeting, the Chair- 
man of the Planning Board said (in the 
context of the youth-center article), “If we 
can’t do this in the good times, when can 
we do it?”

Reichhold property important to set aside for future generations 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Reichhold site is a storied proper- 
ty that presents a wonderful opportunity 
for the town. It has more than 1.3 miles of 
river frontage, flat flood plains, forested 
uplands and wetlands. It fills a major gap 
in the open-space corridor that runs 
along the Shawsheen River. There are 
very few parcels left in town that offer 
the potential of this 46é-acre site. There 
are also few that offer such a checkered 
history: For more than 40 years a chemi- 
cal plant occupied the site, spewing its 
effluent into the Shawsheen River, 
dumping hardened resins into on-site 
landfills, and processing waste chemi- 
cals on site. 

About 10 years ago, Reichhold 
acknowledged that indeed it had been 
polluting and began to clean up the site. 
In Massachusetts, the law requires 
clean-up to be designed and directed by a 
“licensed site professional” or LSP who 
reports its findings and progress to the 
Mass. Dept. of Environmental Protection 
and the town of Andover’s Board of 
Health. Reichhold hired CH2M Hill, a 
very reputable, very well known envi- 
ronmental consulting firm. 

More than 18,000 tons of resins, old 
structures and contaminated soils, have 
been removed from the site. Subsequent- 
ly, those areas were covered with three 
feet of clean soils. The ground water was 
also polluted with volatile organic com- 
pounds. Given time, with oxygen pre- 
sent, these compounds will decay. 
Presently, most of the soils have met the 
state’s highest standard, which is suffi- 
cient for residential use including grow- 
ing vegetables. The remaining substan- 


L 


dard soils are under the buildings that 
are soon to be torn down. The same 
processes used on the rest of the site will 
be used there. The groundwater does not 
yet meet state standards in some areas of 
the site. However, monitoring wells 
show a positive trend toward reducing 
concentrations as the natural decaying 
process and the flow of groundwater into 
the Shawsheen continues. 

When the possibility of acquiring the 
Reichhold site first arose there was skep- 
ticism. The town does not want to 
assume any clean-up liability, nor does it 
want to expose users of the site, be it 
through passive or active recreation, to 
any chemical that they wouldn’t find in 
their own backyard. The Conservation 
Commission hired Ramson Environ- 
mental Consultants, an LSP to review 
the work that had been done to date. Its 
opinion is that the site can be cleaned up 
to meet the state standards for soils and 
groundwater. If not, then the town will 
not purchase the site. 

The advocates of the Reichhold site 
acquisition support this purchase 
because of the site’s multiuse potential. 
This would be a worthwhile acquisition 
for the town even if it were only used for 
passive recreation. But in addition, the 
town can use the 97.000-square-foot exist- 
ing warehouse for much-needed season- 
al storage, i.e. snowplows in the summer, 
mowers in the winter. To purchase the 
land and build a similar facility would 
cost more than $1 million. The third use 
could be converting some of the level 
areas into playing fields. This would be 
similar to the soccer fields in Lowell that 
were built on a brownfields site 10 years 


with a massive, and well justified, tax 
hangover. 

SUMMARY: With the equity markets 
and business in decline, as well as major 
potential for layoffs, the incomes of 
Andover residents are going to suffer. We 
have a collision between this situation, 
and the automatic increases in the 
already-high cost of living in the town. 

In these circumstances, all town offi- 
cials (school and municipal) should work 
as hard as possible to live within con- 
strained budgets. Town Meeting should 
reject additional spen ing articles whole- 
sale. Elected officials should require 
appointed boards, and committees, to be 
realistic and parsimonious. As a town we 
must live within our real-world potential, 
and not sacrifice all residents to the 
dreams of perfection of a few. 

Finally, it’s fine to have an Aaa bond 
rating, but not at the cost of driving peo- 
ple out of town because they cannot 
afford to live here. 

Let us be realistic about our expecta- 
tions and expenditures. The cost of living 
in this town is going to be bad anyway, 
let’s not make it worse!

Such fields would only be on soils 
that meet the state’s “S-1” standard and 
then covered with 8-12 inches of import- 
ed clean-fill. 

This acquisition will not take place 
until 1) the state DEP signs off on the 
complete remediation of the site, 2) a 
town-hired LSP conducts its own study 
and gives the town an opinion that the 
site is suitable and safe for its intended 
uses, 3) the town’s legal counsel is com- 
fortable the town is not taking on any 
new liability for any future clean-up of 
the Reichhold contamination. 

The rationale for approving the funds 
now, rather than waiting the two to 10 
years until the clean-up is finalized, is 
that the owner, seeing that the end of the 
process is in sight, is determined to sell 
the property now. In the event the town | 
elects not to purchase the property, it 
will be sold to an industrial developer. 
Given the zoning of the site (residential | 
C. industrial A and industrial G) any | 
kind of industrial development is possi- 
ble as Industrial G is the least restrictive | 
of any of our zoning regulations. 

This acquisition meets the top | 
requirements for open space acquisi- 
tions set forth in the town’s Open Space | 
and Recreation Master Plan: It adds pro- | 
tection along our river corridors, pYro- | 
vides suitable terrain for more playing | 
fields, abuts existing conservation land | 
and protects part of the town’s water 
supply. It is an important property to set | 
aside for future generations. |

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Keep fighting the power plant, with legal fees 


Editor, Townsman: 

At Town Meeting, in Article 30, the 
selectmen will ask voters to appropriate 
money to finance the town’s continued 
participation in the legal and regulatory 
permitting procedures for the proposed 
Nickel Hill power plant in Dracut. I urge 
Andover residents to attend Town Meet- 
ing and support the selectmen by voting 
“yes” on this important article. 

If built, the Nickel Hill power plant, 
though located in Dracut, would have 
great environmental impacts on Andover 


and Lawrence. Nickel Hill’s modeling of 


air emissions from the plant shows that 
the greatest concentration of nitrogen 
oxides — which contribute to the forma- 
tion of ground-level ozone and can - 
vate respiratory illnesses - will be 
deposited over downtown Lawrence and 
all of Andover, with the highest concen- 
tration in the area of the new schools. 

The town has joined the Merrimack 
Valley Residents for the Environment 
(MVRE) in appealing the decision by the 
state Energy Facility Siti last 
November to allow construction of the 
plant, and that appeal is pending before 


the state’s Supreme Judicial Court. In 
part, the appeal contends that the plant as 
proposed would not use the best available 
air pollution control technology and thus 
won't have the lowest possible emissions 
of pollutants. 

In addition, the town has joined 
MVRE in hiring environmental experts 
to review the information that Nickel Hill 
has supplied to the state Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP). This is 
an extremely important step for the town 
to take on behalf of Andover citizens. 
Without the review and comments of the 
experts hired by the town and MVRE, the 
DEP would have only the information 
supplied by Nickel Hill to use as a basis 
for meeting its requirements in the regu- 
latory permits. 

The only way for the town to make 
sure that the Nickel Hill power plant, if 
built, will be the cleanest, safest, quietest 
plant possible is to participate in the legal 
and regulatory processes and provide 
educated comments about the proposed 
technologies and permits. All Andover 
residents should support the selectmen’s

Article 30 fights 
the good fight 


Editor, Townsman: 

The proposed natural-gas- 
fired power plant in Dracut, 
less than a mile from the 
Andover border, hit the news 
more than two years ago. The 
battle goes on. Article 30 
would authorize additional 
funding to allow the town to 
continue challenging the pro- 
posal. 

Andover’s ongoing partici- 
pation has made a significant

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difference in the process and 
outcome to date. However, 
additional funding is needed 
to see the process to comple- 
tion. The town of Andover and 
the Andover-based Merri- 
mack Valley Residents for the 
Environment recently jointly 
appealed the decision of the 
State Siting Board on grounds 
of due process and issues sur- 
rounding the proposed tech- 
nologies. Nickel Hill Energy 
has yet to receive one of its 
most significant permits, the 
air permit, which will set air 
emission and noise levels. 

The issues surrounding 
appropriateness of the siting 
and the pollution impacts 
have not changed since the 
beginning. Nickel Hill is not 
proposing state-of-the-art pol- 
lution control technologies 
and has yet to adequately 
address the public health and 
environmental justice con- 
cerns surrounding the siting. 
Andover is right to be con- 
cerned, since the major fallout 
from this plant will affect the 
town as a whole. Further- 
more, the Merrimack Valley 
is too over-burdened with pol- 
lution to stand by and let in 
another facility that refuses to 

be the best it can be. 
Article 30 would 
authorize funding to 
allow the town to hire 
the legal and environ- 
mental experts neces- 
sary to continue to 
make a difference in 
this proposal. With- 
out this funding, we 
may be facing a 
dinosaur if and when 
the plant is built. This 
is not a chance we 

can afford to take.

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Town tests water at local swimming hole 


Dead fish wash 


By Neil Fater 

The town has studied the 
water at Pomps Pond to deter- 
mine why several species of fish 
have died and washed ashore. 

Town workers went down to 
the pond on Tuesday after a resi- 
dent told them a sewer-nain 
break was killing fish. Public 
Works Direcotr Jack Petkus 
says there was no sewer break, 
but officials took two samples of 
pond water. The results, avail- 
able Wednesday, showed no eVvi- 
dence of a sewer break, he says. 

Pomps is a local swimming 
beach at Recreation Park, near 
the site of the Essex Sand and 
Gravel Pit. The tests showed 
Pomps water as having a total 
chloroform count of 100 or 125, 
and a fecal chloroform count of 5

Construction workers were 
digging away at the safety-cen- 
ter site last week when they 
heard a_ strange clunk. The 
object hidden beneath the dirt 
and rubble turned out to be a 
9.000-gallon oil tank, larger than 
the standard vehicle. Workers 
soon found another tank. 

The incident is just one more 
reason that the town and con- 
tractor Mello Construction say 
they aren't sure about the com- 
pletion date and the final cost of 
the safety-center project. 

When town officials broke 
ground last October, they slid 
their shovels into the soil with 
promises that the $12.9 million 
building would stand completed 
in September 2002. Since then, 
Mello has fallen three months 
behind schedule, according to 
Plant and Facilities Director Joe 
Piantedosi. But contractor presi- 
dent Carlos Mello says his firm 
is closer to two months behind 
schedule. Mello recently 
appealed to the town for a time 
extension of more than two 
weeks, and the town promptly 
denied it. Piantedosi says he is 
being patient with Mello, but is 
standing firm in regards to the 
contractual agreement. 

“We felt that the delays were 
caused by him, not some situa- 
tion he had no control over,” 
says Piantedosi. Mello’s reasons 
for falling behind schedule 
include the time it took. to relo- 


or 15. The standards for swim- 
ming are 1,000 for total count, 
and 200 (colonies per 100 ml) for 
fecal count, so the pond water is 
well within limits, he says. 

“There were 29, maybe 30 
dead fish,” says Everett Penney, 
health director. “It appear’s due 
to some oxygen imbalance in the 
pond.” 

Penney and Petkus say such 
an imbalance may have been 
caused by a winter-long ice cap 
and decaying weeds In the pond. 
These things could have left too 
little oxygen for some fish to sur- 
vive. They also contend that the 
fish could have died last fall and 
been trapped in the ice, or that 
local ice fisherman could have 
caught the fish during the win- 


ter and then thrown them back

into the pond. A virus also might 
be affecting the fish at Pomps, 
says Penney. 

But a town conservation land 
overseer had a different explana- 
tion for the problem on Tuesday, 
after meeting with officials. 

‘It is a sewer-main break,” 
charges Jean Martin, overseer 
of the 34acre Pole Hill conserva- 
tion area. Officials maintain her 
claim is 100-percent false. 
“There was a very putrid smell 
because of the decaying fish,” 
argues Penney. 

“Tt’s not the smell of dead fish. 
It’s the smell of a septic system,” 
says Martin. 

Petkus says that a public 
works worker went to the Pond 
with Martin and saw the pipe

cate the utility pole on site, the 
time it took for the town to sign 
the contract with Mello, and the 
weather. 

In the past, some town offi- 
cials have sited specific reasons 
why they were disgruntled with 
Mello’s performance. When 
Piantedosi expressed his dissat- 
isfaction in a letter to Mello last 
January, the contractor 
promised to have foundations 
for phase one of the project 
poured by Feb. 1. That deadline 
was missed by several weeks. 
Officials had also questioned 


why Mello had so few workers 
on site. Last week, project man- 
ager Phil Tuminelli told the 
Townsman that “they went from 
three (workers) to 11.” He would 
still like to see more workers on- 
site, but adds that “how they get 
to the end (of the project) is their 
job.” 

The two oil tanks that the 
town removed from the site last 
week - which Piantedosi 
believes were used to power boil- 
ers for the former Tyer Rubber 
Co. - should not add extra time 
to the project's time line, says

Piantedosi. But Mello disagrees. 
The town is still waiting for per- 
mission from the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protec- 
tion to remove the remaining oil 
and contaminated soil from the 
site. 

“It’s close to two weeks that 
we have lost as a result of the oil 
tanks,” says Carlos Mello. He 
believes the incident will con- 
vince the town to grant him a 
time extension. 

The removal of the tanks and 
contaminated soil will probably 
cost tens of thousands of dollars, 
Piantedosi says. That cost is COV- 
ered by the contingency funds 
the town set aside for such 
unforeseen incidents, but 
Piantedosi can’t say that the 
town, won't run into another. oll.

Redistricting now in different hands

The Redistricting Task 
Force passed its mantle to the 
School Committee Tuesday, 
concluding more than six 
months of wrestling with the 
2002 student shuffle. The com- 
mittee will now take about a 
month to decide among three 
elementary and three middle- 
school redistricting options to 
fill the new schools under con- 
struction. 

Two issues stood out in the 
lengthy meeting of School 
Committee, task force, and 
parents: the committee again 
pressed for advice from the 10- 
member task force about 
which options might be better, 
while the task force stood firm 
in its determination not to give 
it; also, the issue of whether 
the School Committee would 
consider “tweaking” any of the 
options was strongly debated 
but not resolved. 

“We think it’s very impor- 
tant that we separate ourselves 
from that,” task force head 
Gerry Gustus when the task 
force was repeatedly solicited 
for advice. “The options speak 


for themselves.” 

Gustus and the task force 
also staked out a position in 
opposition to any changes in 
the options the task force has 
labored so long to produce 
through an open process. 

However, new School Com- 
mittee Chairman Eric Nad- 
worny wanted the committee 
to be able to consider input 
from the public that might lead 
to changes for the better. “This 
is an open forum, and we 
should be open to other 
options,” he said. “We're try-

Two options for town land: playing fields or ‘eco-park’ 


What will town put in the pit? 


By Rebecca Piro 

Residents have two options 
regarding the fate of the Essex 
Sand and Gravel Pit come 
Town Meeting. 

In two weeks, some town 
officials will ask Town Meet- 
ing to support the construction 
of playing fields in the sand pit. 
Article 10, a town-sponsored 
article, proposes that the town 
build three multi-purpose play- 
ing fields in the pit for $1.1 mil- 
lion of town money, $500,000 of 
which the private Andover 
Soccer Association has 
promised to reimburse. 

Another group will hold a 
follow-up presentation, in 
favor of an ecological park, as a 
second option for residents. 
Article 11, submitted by resi- 
dent Tom Jones, proposes that 
the town create an ecological 
park for plant and animal 
wildlife, with complete private 
funding. 

Proposals for the develop- 
ment of the abandoned pit has 
come before Town Meeting 
twice before, in 1995 and in 
1999. Both times, residents 
opposed building playing fields 
at that location. 

The two opposing options 
are a unigue situation for 
Town Meeting. Rarely do resi- 
dents have the opportunity to 
choose from more than one 
alternative at the same Town 
Meeting for one piece of land. 

Proponents for both articles 
have not come together on the 
issue. Resident Rich Nill, soc-

cer association fields coordina- 
tor and supporter of Article 10, 
says the creation of playing 
fields will not harm the ani- 
mals that will continue to coex- 
ist alongside the construction. 

“The wildlife goes there just 
fine with the playing fields, 
and very minimal habitat will 
be disturbed,” he says. “There 
will be a pretty wide buffer 
area from the wetlands and 
playing fields.” 

Nill cites the Ipswich River 
Park in North Reading as an 
example of why the playing 
fields scheme can please resi- 
dents interested in adding to 
the available passive and

active recreation area, as well 
as preserving open space and 
wildlife. 

The Ipswich River Park 
started four years ago aS an 
empty gravel pit, similar to the 
Essex pit, says Nill. “The town 
filled it in with loam and plant- 
ed it with local plant species, 
and they have walkways and 
lots of park benches,” he says. 
The park also has playing 
fields and other active recre- 
ation uses right next to the 
more protected areas. “They 
pretty much married the con- 
cern for the environment with 
their own need for playing

A handful of town officials floated 
down the Shawsheen River last Satur- 
day to view the Reichhold Chemical 
property that the town could elect to 
buy at Town Meeting. 

Supporters of the $3.6 million pur- 
chase need to convince voters that the 
46.7 acres of land and waterfront is 
what the town needs. 

None of the proponents deny that 
the property, polluted by resins Reich- 
hold produced until 10 years ago, is still 
unclean. Reichhold continues to clean 
up the site. But the day when the land 
and water chemical levels meet state 
requirements is not far away, Say Sup- 
porters. Plus, the Conservation Com- 
mission is willing to help buy the land. 

Purchasing the Reichhold property 


would replenish the rapidly disappear- 
ing open space in town, and provide 
space for active and passive recreation 
such as playing fields and hiking trails, 
says former Open Space Committee 
Chairman Jerry Bird. The town could 
use the land to create badly needed 
playing fields for youth sports and store 
some town-yard equipment. If Andover 
does not purchase the 46 acres, another 
developer, who might not have any 
regard for the environment, could buy 
the property and erect another indus- 
try, warn supporters. 

Though the article asks for $3.6 mil- 
lion, the Conservation Commission has 
agreed to pay $1.6 million of the price in 
exchange for a piece of the land to be 
protected, says Bird. That would leave 
the town to come up with a maximum

fields in a very positive, constructive 
way,” he adds. 

Considering the comparison to the 
Ipswich River Park concept, Nill 
believes that his article is not much dif- 
ferent from that of Jones. But Jones dis- 
agrees.

he says. “It’s just that it’s not this idea.” 

The gravel pit is a protected, 
untouched area that does not have an 
already _ fully-developed ecological 
space, Jones says. It can be molded and 
shaped into a park that shelters ani- 
mals like hawks, otters, snakes and 
foxes, and grows medicinal herbs, 
plants and trees. Schools could use the 
park for educational field trips. “This is 
a place to encounter nature first-hand,” 
says Jones. 

The ecological park concept needs 
the pit - what he calls the “jewel” of the 
area — for it to work, he adds. “The 
gravel pit is the nucleus of what is 
exciting here,” he says. “We’d be going 
from 22 to 25 soccer fields, where we'd

of $2 million. However, the $3.6 million 
figure is Reichhold’s asking price, and 
the town has not yet begun negotia- 
tions, Bird says. Not only is it possible 
that the town could knock the price 
down somewhat, but the town won't 
purchase the land if it’s not completely 
clean within the next few years. 

“While the town may commit itself 
to spending a certain amount of money, 
no money changes hands until the title 
is passed and the land is clean,” said 
Conservation Commission Chairman

He said 
that the case was first report- 
ed to the New Hampshire 
Department of Public Health, 
which eventually notified the 
Massachusetts DPH, whom 
Penney called on Monday. 
“Any other industry would 
have reported this to the state 
department of public health, 
and we would have known 
about it,” said Penney, who 
does not have jurisdiction 
over the federal facility. “I’m 
not getting the level of com- 
munication from the admin- 
istration (at the Andover IRS) 
that I would get from other 
industries locally.

ndover Bookstore’s Julie Carlson 
calls herself a book person. 
he’s surrounded by volumes 
upon volumes at work every day, and 
she returns home at night to compose 
her own poetry.

Locals running

uesday may be tax day, but about 30 
LPsniore residents will be paying 
their dues on Monday, by running 
in the 105th Boston Marathon. 

They range in age from 23 to 57, and in 
experience from novice to veteran. 

The veteran with perhaps the most 
experience, and the highest profile, is 
Boston Marathon Race Director Dave 
McGillivray, formerly of Andover but now 
residing in Middleton. 

“We're into the execution phase here,” 
said McGillivray on Tuesday, less than a 
week before the race. “When you're inside 
that window, it’s relentless.” 

McGillivray is relentless, too. A profes- 
sional sports event coordinator, he is 
known locally for directing the Feaster 
Five race each year. He ran his first 
Boston Marathon when he was 17, and he 
has run it every year since then; this year 
will be his 30th Boston Marathon, and his 
109th marathon altogether. 

McGillivray was first hired as techni- 
cal director of the 96.2-mile race by the 
Boston Athletic Association in 1988, and 
this year his title was changed to race 
director. How does he direct the race and 
run it? He starts running after everyone 
else is finished. 

“Basically, I've been the last finisher 
for the past 14 years,” said McGillivray. 

At the other end of the experience spec- 
trum is State Rep. Barry Finegold, who 
started training for this, his first 
marathon, six months ago. 

“T was doing the Feaster Five every 
year (a five-kilometer race), and then I did 
4 five-mile race, and | thought, ‘I’m doing 
pretty good,” said Finegold. “I had some 
friends who ran the Boston Marathon, and 
| thought I'd give it a try. There’s nothing 
that tests your inner strength like run- 
ning long distances.” 

But, added Finegold, “I'm not going to 
be breaking any world records.” 

Phillips Academy English teacher and 
cross-country coach Jonathan Stableford, 
56, may not break any world records 
either, and he may be at the upper end of 
the age spectrum, but he has the lowest 
hib number of this year’s Andover Boston

Bib numbers corre- 
spond roughly to participants’ qual- 
ifying times, and in a gaggle of over 
16,000 people, Stableford’s 2100 isn’t 
bad. This will be his 20th Boston 
Marathon, and he hopes to stay 
within his remarkably consistent 
finishing times, between 2 hours 46 
minutes and just under 3 hours. 

How long does Stableford expect 
to keep running marathons? 

“Until it stops being fun,” he 
said.

Running for charity 


In addition to filling thousands of 
individuals each year with the rush of per- 
sonal achievement, the Boston Marathon 
is a huge boon to charitable organizations, 
which raise millions of dollars per year 
through marathon teams. 

One of the most prominent is the Dana- 
Farber Marathon Challenge (DFMC), an 
approximately 300-person team that raises 
more than $2 million per year for cancer 
research. 

Along with Tara Bachner, Roy Den- 
nehy, and Marie Barron, Bonnie Unger of 
Acorn Drive is a zealous Andover member 
of the DFMC. However, she is not running 
in this year’s race, which was to be her 
first. 

Unger lost her father and grandfather 
to cancer, and her marathon-running hus- 
band Ken motivated her to give the race a 
try, so she started training last year. 

“In September, I ran a 95K race, and 
one week later I ran a 10K. My times were 
great,” said Unger. “But my body said, 
‘Wait a minute, Bonnie.’ ” 

Unger had developed ITB Syndrome, 
named for the iliotibial band, a ligament 
that runs from the top of the hip down to 
the knee. Then, her kneecap started mov- 
ing out of place. 

“T tried every avenue, but I had to give 
it up by Thanksgiving,” she said. Howev- 
er, Unger remained determined to con- 
tribute to the Dana Farber team. She con- 
tinued her fundraising efforts, with her 5- 
year-old daughter Julia helping to stuff 
envelopes, and Unger’s total is now over 
$10,000.

Unger, whose leg may require 
surgery, already has her eye on 
next year’s race. 

“My goal is to become a fixture 
on the Dana-Farber team,” she 
said. “It’s not about running, it’s 
about helping.” 

Anne Skelton is helping by run- 
ning specifically for pediatric can- 
cer, on the Massachusetts General 
Hospital for Children team. Skel- 
ton graduated from Andover High 
School in 1986, and now lives in 
Cambridge and works in market- 
ing. This is her third Boston 
Marathon, and for all three she 
has been on the MGH team. 

“T had always wanted to run 

the Boston Marathon,” said Skel- 
ton. “and I wanted to run for char- 
ity.” 
The 60 members of the MGH for Chil- 
dren team have the option of pairing up 
with a “patient partner,” and Skelton’s 
partner is six-year-old Tommy Doran of 
Salem, whose leukemia is in remission. 
“He’s a wonderful kid,” said Skelton. “At 
mile 20, all the kids are waiting for us. It’s 
great.” 

John Filbin of Oriole Drive is a senior 
vice president at Nordblom Co., a real- 
estate company, and this will be his eighth 
Boston Marathon, but his first for charity. 
He was recruited by another Andoverite,

Yes to fields, it’s good for environment 


Editor, Townsman: 
To the Voters of Andover: 

I am writing to support Article 
10, which (with a private $500,000 
donation from Andover’s youth 
sports) would build new playing 
fields at the Essex Sand and Grav- 
el Pit. I support Article 10 because 
it provides desperately needed 
fields while promoting important 
environment values. 

Since last year’s Town Meet- 
ing, I have tried to learn more 
about the environmental issues 
surrounding Article 10. As the 
father of three small children, as a 
member of AVIS, and as an envi- 
ronmental attorney in Andover 
(and whose law partner is a for- 
mer EPA attorney), I care about 
good environmental planning. 
Article 10 is a good environmental 
plan. 

First, the gravel pit provides an 
optimal location for new fields. 
Although part of beautiful Rec 
Park, the gravel pit itself is a deso- 
late eye-sore, hostile to most 
wildlife and more appropriate for 
motocross and illegal dumping 
than for enjoying nature. Not sur- 
prisingly, the town’s wildlife con- 
sultant, Oxbow Associates, has 
found that the gravel pit does not 
host any threatened or endan- 
gered species. While no project 
can ever be said to have zero envi- 
ronmental impact, the environ- 
mental cost of building fields at 
the Essex Sand and Gravel Pit is 
very, very low. 

Second, the Rec Park plan 
emphasizes environmental _ val- 
ues. It has been developed by BSC 
Inc., a landscape-architecture firm 
with experience in ecological pro- 
tection. (BSC also drafted the 
town’s wetlands bylaw.) Its plan 
includes the following environ- 
mental features: 

- A buffer zone of between 100 
and 200 feet between fields and 
wetlands. This compares favor- 
ably to 25-foot buffer zones in 
many Andover developments.

* Protective measures to pre- 
vent run-off into wetlands, includ- 
ing (i) the use of semi-pervious 
materials in parking lots, (ii) con- 
struction of a berm (raised ridge) 
between the fields and any wet- 
lands, and (iii) the construction of 


a retention area to gather rainwa-. 


ter from the fields. This compares 
favorably to the absence of any 
existing measures to protect wet- 
lands from run-off from the debris 
and litter now in the pit. Also, the 
town won't use harmful or haz- 
ardous pesticides or fertilizers. 

- Public-safety access to pre- 
vent the midnight dumping and 
partying that plague the pit. 

Finally, it was reassuring to 
learn that Article 10 is supported 
by both the selectmen and the 
Conservation Commission. The 
Conservation Commission’s sup- 
port speaks volumes, since its 
members serve because they care 
about ecological values. 

I understand that some neigh- 
bors oppose playing fields at the 
gravel pit, and I respect their good 
intentions in recently proposing 
to convert the pit into something 
they call an “eco-park.” But I join 
with the Conservation Commis- 
sion’s opposition to this vague eco- 
park plan. Growth issues are real, 
and they are immediate. Article 10 
provides a definite, balanced plan 
to address our need for playing 
fields while also protecting open 
space and the environment.

No to fields, let 
kids be kids more 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing to urge Andover 
citizens to vote “no” on Article 10 
at Town Meeting. The article 
seeks to allow the town to spend 
$1.3 million to put three soccer 
fields in the sand pit next to 
Pomps Pond. There are many rea- 
sons not to put fields there, the 
most obvious being the destruc- 
tion of a precious piece of undevel- 
oped land located in the geograph- 
ic center of Andover. A second 
reason is the pressing need to 
spend money on other projects 
such as the schools, sidewalks, 
safety center, etc., with which we 
are all familiar. However, I would 
like to focus on two other reasons 
to avoid this project. 

We baby-boomer parents think 
that. in terms of our children’s 
growth and development, more is 
better and early is better still. 
Swimming lessons at 18 months, 
violin at 5 years old, educational 
software as soon as the toddler can 
sit at the computer, and soccer at 
age 6. But soccer is a difficult sport 
not suitable for young children. I 
will admit that my three children 
played soccer along with all their 
friends and I did a little coaching. 
The average “player” spent con- 
siderable time turning cartwheels, 
day dreaming, and, if a girl, play- 
ing with her hair. When kids did 
actually follow the ball they 
inevitably bunched together 
they had no idea of the game. Of 
course not — they were incapable 
of it. The rare child who could 
play before the age of 9 or 10 would 
completely dominate the game. 

What soccer at ages 6, 7, and 8 
really amounts to is babysitting. It 
is essentially a passive activity 
organized and run by the adults. 
How often do we see groups of 
children playing soccer without 
parental involvement? Never! 

Young children’s time should 
be spent running around in their 
yards, devising their own amuse- 
ment. They do not need parents 
shouting at the sidelines or dust- 
ing trophies they got just for being 
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on the team. They need time to be 
kids and to be with kids, learning 
how the world works and how to 
get along without an adult spelling 
out all the rules and activities. So, 
in terms of child development, soc- 
cer is a big negative. 

A second issue is the added 
stress soccer puts on families. The 
family’s schedule is dependent on 
practice and game schedules. The 
older and younger siblings get 

ragged around in car pools and 
to boring games. And Mom gets to 
get in the car a whole bunch more 
times each week. 

Children aged 6 to 8 make up a 
disproportionately large percent 
age of the town’s players. Most 
will drop out by high school and 
never miss it. The small percent- 
age who do keep playing will play 
at the same level in high school 
whether they started at 6 or 10. 

Let’s put off soccer until age 9. 
Then fields at the new schools, 
and possibly at the Reichhold 
property will satisfy our need for 
playing space. Our tax dollars will 
go toward much more important 
needs, and families can all skip a 
trip or two to the store for more 
soccer shoes.

Editor, Townsman: 

This year, as I have for the past 
two decades, I will attend Town 
Meeting to support active, open 
space at Recreation Park and the 
Essex Sand and Gravel Pit. This 
year is unique because a youth 
sports group, the Andover Soccer 
Association, is contributing 
$500,000 towards playing fields 
and walking-paths development in 
the pit. Town-sponsored Article 10 
would convert the pit into open, 
active space. Private Article 11 
would prevent the gravel pit from 
becoming an open, active area. 

My daughter and I have spent 
many sunny days enjoying 
numerous and generous areas of

ment of the pit should not include | 
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conservation land in Andover. 
However, our one experience at 
the gravel pit near Rec Park was 
anything but pleasant. A few 
years ago we strayed into the pit 
and my 3-year-old daughter saw 
mattresses that were surrounded 
by beer bottles and cans. The 
sounds of nature were drowned 
out by dirt bikes. Nature's beauty 
was blighted by garbage wherever 
we ventured. We slowly and care- 
fully navigated the rough and 
eroded terrain of this gravel 
pit/dump and finally exited it. 

As we drove past the tennis 
and basketball courts at Rec Park, 
| realized that I have spent most of 
my adult life attending Town 
Meetings where we studied and 
talked about improving it. During 
the last dozen years I have 
trekked all over the state, as a 
baseball coach’s wife, and wit- 
nessed smaller, less affluent 
towns provide more and/or bet- 
ter maintained fields than my 
home town. I’m also a landscap- 
er’s wife, so I understand how 
impossible it is for our town to 
properly maintain overplayed 
fields. The lack of grass and the 
hard-packed land deteriorate a 
child’s level playing field into an 
unnecessary “twisted ankle or 
bloody knee.” Therefore, I was 
not surprised to read that the lat- 
est study, the 1997 Open Space and 
Recreation Plan, recommended 
immediate construction of 11 new 
fields. The few fields at Cross 
School and Rec Park will not pro- 
vide all the fields we have needed. 
However, Rec Park is a cost-effec- 
tive step toward that goal. 

Like it or not, my once-small 
town has grown up, and we have a 
responsibility to provide space for 
all creatures, including the ones 
that play on two legs. We can be 
proud of our conservation land. 
We should also be proud of the 
space we provide for active activi- 
ties. About 10 percent of our town, 
2000-plus acres, is conservation 
land. Yet over 2,000 creatures with 
just 2 legs, our children, play on 
only 12 acres of town-owned field 
space. Essex Gravel would add 
five more acres.
